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REBUILDING HAS NOW BEGUN

DAMAGE IMMENSE BUT
SITUATION MORE HOPEFUL

Catawba Left Without a Bridge Uy n
It—Two Cotton Mills Only \,
Totally Destroyed — The Work oi
Hebuikling Will Require Months,
Giving a review of the floods as it

appeared Wednesday, Mr. Wriston D.

Adams of the Charlotte Observer,

writes as follows:

Second ouly to the fiery energy
lately displayed in fighting the surg-
Ing fNloods of the Catawba, Broad,
Yadkin and French Broad Rivers, is
the more orderly, systematie and of-
fective labor now being applied in the
great task of reconstruction through-
out the Pledmont country, consisting
of repair of damage wrought and
restoration of serviee In overy line of
human eadeavor with railway and in-
terurban roads, cotton  millg, tele-
graph and telephone facilities, hydro-
¢lecirie power operations and
varied other insiromentalities that
go 1o uke up the modern complex
life.

The stringing of the Catawba at a
half dowen places Tuesday night and
Wedneaday morning by the various
telegraph and telephone companics,
thereby providing direct communica-
tions novth and sonth, was the be-
ginning of the work of restration,
thereby enabling co-ordinated direc-
tion of recopstruction operations,

From this time on, there will be
such a rush and crash of bustle in-
cident to rvepalr work that the hu-
man element will project upon the
soene a kaleidogcople pleture of con-
struction equally as effecive although
not nearly o spectacular as that of
destruetion which the descending
rains and onrushing floods lately
brought. It too will be an augury
of bigger and better things to eome,
which happily is usually the record
of such visitations,

What Clearer View Reveals.

The clearer view of the situation
ag it affects the cotton mills in the
fleoded distriet discloses the gratily-
ing circumatance that the rveports of
davmage sustuined are not 20 groat as
first apprehended.  Two mills were
completely demolished, as first stat-
ed, ot West Monbo and Mountain Is-
land, but the balanee, guch as those
partially submerged, were only slight-
Iy injured, when the extent of the in-
vestmaent i considered. With @ good
many, the cards will have 1o be res
clothed, and maybe new hobbins put
in and other movable parts repaired
but that will constitute the bulk of
the domage

As for the hydroelectric statlons
owned and operated by the Southern
Power Company along the stream,
they were only slightly hurt.  Al-
ready the hig stations at Great Falls,
Rocky Creek, Catawba, Lookout
Shoals and Ninety-Nine Islinds are
being thisd ont pnd turned over, pre-
Hminary to camercial service, It s
expected that within o week, rall op-
erations will be passible and adequate
gserviee to sunply all demands will be
avillable within a day or two

With the Hallronds,

The Southern apd Scabourd roads,
whose serviee south of Charlotte has
been temporarily annulled on  ae-
coun of the destruction of every riv-
er crogsing on the Catawha, hope to
be able to begin transferving pussen-
gers by barges Fridoy and certainly
not later than Satarday. The South-
ers hag blg crews of men at work
on hoth sldes of the river at Belimont
on the main line betwoen Charlotte
wnd Atlanta and will be ready to ferry
passenzers, mall and bageage, 10-
morrow,  The kme will be true with
the  lIoterurban  and  Seaboard at
Mount Holly where a big ferry boat
I« being bullt, This wiil restore lo-
cal serviee north and sonth and east
and west although 10 days will elapse
before the Sonthern will get a tem-
porary bridge adequate for irain
handling at Belmont. All through
truing on  the Southern yesterday
were operated via Lyochburg  and
tristol while the Seaboard yvesterday
wits  golng throngh Hamlet to Me-
Bee, 8, (.. and on =outh via Charles-
ton. The repair of damage done the
bridges and the general restoration
of service =2 #o lmportant that the
highest officials of the various roads
are personally in charge of the work.
General Manager E. H Chapman,
General Superintendent W, N, Fore-
acre, Chief Engilneer of Malntenance
of Way J. 8 Lemmond and Division
superintendent H. L. Hungerford of
the Southern are all actively on the
Job and so also are the officials of
the Seaboard and Interurban, The
Interurban began operating cars
from Gastonia to Mount Holly yester-
day and with the Innuguration of the
ferry service tomorrow, the Charlotte
-Gastonia service will be resumed.

No conferences have yel been held
between the Mecklenburg and Gas-
ton commisgloners with a view to be-
ginning the work of rebullding the
highway bridges connecting these two
countles but they will follow in the
course of u few daye, The same sit-
uidion exists with the other eounties
along the Catawba, Within the next
week, there will be numerous meet-
ings with a view to general bridge re-
construction,

Crop Damnage Greatest,

The reports being recelved from
the Nooded districts of the Piedmont
section, slong the Catawba, Yadkin,
Broad, Saluda, and French Broad
Rivers, would Indieate that the dam-
age to the erops has been almost stag-
gerlng In magnitude. The corn in
the lowlands and the colton on Lhe
hilla nearby has beon washed bare
and it is too lnte in the season for
any replanting to bo done. This
land which heretofore has ylelded

bountifully has been wiped clean and
the losses incurred by the “wners
has been complete. There is no way
to insure such things and as a result
the consequences have been almost
disastrous, particularly to those who
own big bottoms. The effect next fall
and winter is a phase to be cons=id-
ered, not only in the counties Jdirect
ly affected but throughout the South-
¢ast as well. There is likely 0 be a
shortage of homegrown feedoerops
such as this section has never known
before. The damage to growing
crops will ageregate the heaviest loss
imposed by the flood.

Mr. Lee followed
in another boat, Mr. Duke suffered
no {1l effects from his altogether un-
usual experience and appeared to be
in fine health and spirits on his ar-
rival in Charlotte. He will probably
be here for several days until com-
plete restoration of hydroclectrie ser-
viee Is achieved,

Not one yard of masonry on  any
Southern Power Company dam was
moved by the great flood although
there were five great reinforced con-
crete  barrlers across the stream,
which is a splendid tribute to the
engineers who designed the plants,
and those who built them. No such
Hood s that experienced was ever ex-
pected and yet the monoliths stood
unmoved,

The crest of the flood reaches
Blewett's Falls plant yesterday morn-
ing. The witer got up to the glation
but did not cover the generators and
s n resylt no damage was done, The
power at the plant was off Tor a pert-
ol but woes soon pul buck on as
quickly as the waters recedod.

The cleaver view of the situation
Indicates thut the Yadkin Valley was
pot hit so severely us he Catawba
por the Lroad. ‘The waters elimbast
to extraordinary levels and wrought
vast damage but not so greatl ag on
the streum farther west, Then teo
there were nol so many power plants
along the Yadkin to Interpose heavy
barriers, The Catawba did not leave
a single bridge of any description
standing whervas the Yadkin lert’ a
number. Al the fucts as they crop
out reveal the unprecedented state of
flood In the Catawba for which there
sUeiE 1o be no accounting.

HAD PECULIAR IDEAS
OF TOWN LAW.

Grier Springs Was at the Catawba
When the Summons Came and He
Apswered It Readily—Created a
Great Deal of Amusement in the
Court—HBound Over to Await Next
Criminal Term,

Grier Springs, colored, was bound
over to the next term of Superior
court by Recorder J. D. McRae yes-
terday morning on a charge of lar-
ceny of a mule for temporary use
from Mr. J. E. McCain of Waxhaw,
The Hleged thelt was committed on
the might of April 8, when it was
charged that Springs, without the
consent of Mr. McCaln, entered his
barn, took one of his mules, rode it
seven miles to his  home, and then
turned it loose. It wandered around
the country until the next day, when
it was found and returned to Mr, Me-
Cain.

Grier is a likely negro about twen-
ty years of age, six feet tall and bless.
ed with a color as black as the ace
of spades. He denled his guilt, but
asked the court to be “us casy as pos-
sible with him."

For a week after the alleged theft
was committed, Springs was in Wax-
haw working for Mr. MeCale.  After-
wards he left for South Carolina,
where he was helping work a erop
when he waa arrested by Constable
Starnes, He consented to return with-
out any requicition papers, and came
without any delay. He was then at
Van Wyck, watehing the receding wa-
ters of the Catawba flood.

Constable Starnes, according to
Springs, kept him in Waxhaw for two
days and iwo nights, during which
time he worked for him. On being
asked how he came out on the deal
by the court, Springs sald he had
paid for his board and lodging and
wus now 25 cents to the good, This
caused a laugh all around the court,
When asked where he stayed last
night, he stated that he was with Mr.
Starnes ut hig boarding house, and
that he slept on the porch. He wus
asked if he was tired, Springs then
attempted to  deseribe  some  little
benuties  enlled  handenfle, He did
not khow the name of them and his
roundabout wanner of deseribing
them pgain provoked the mirth of the
court,
